Louisville, Ky., Jan. 28 — R. E. 
VVathen, distiller, and W. F. Kne- 
belkamp, manager fur the Wath- 
en company. ^\ ere held to the fed- 
eral grand jury yesterday after 
a hearing before United States 
Commissioner Joseph A. Craft. 
They are held on charges of vio- 
lating the prohibition laws and 
prohibition enforcement laws, 
failure to place revenue stamps on 
the whisky sold and defrauding 
the government of revenue tax. 
Sixteen witnesses were introduc- 
ed by the government in the ex- 
amining trial of Wathcn, at the 
conclusion of which Judge Craft 
overruled the motion of the de- 
fense asking for dismissal. 

.According to the testimony in- 
troduced by the government, 
whicli was uncijntroverted by the 
defense, who placed no witnesses 
on the stand and asked few cjues- 
tions in cross-examination, 8.159 
cases of whisky were transfer- 
red tin January 2 from the Jv. E. 
Wathcn distillery, owned hy \\. E. 
Watlien Coinjiaiiy. former 

whisky dealers. It was shown 
that R. E. Wathcn iS: Company 
were not licensed to deal in u his- 
ky at the time the transfer was 
made and that Watlien is the 
president and Knebelkamp the 
manager of the company. 

Vari(ms sales of v.hisky froin 
the transferred stock, on which 
taxes had been paid for "medicin- 
al pur])oses" to the amount of 
$53,742.48. were proven by former 
saloon keepers who purchased 
and sold it for beverage ])urj)oses. 
No revenue stamps were on the 
bottles and cases soldj according 
to the evidence.

Captain de Windt said he would 
lea've New York in a few days to 
lead an expedition of six civilians 
and three score Mexican soldiers 
to the island. Tiburon is said to 
have rich deposits of pitchljlende 
from which radium is made. 

The island is about 40 miles 
from Gua)-mas, Mexico, which, 
in turn, is only about 48 hours 
b}' rail from Coronado, Beach, 
( "al. The inhabitants are said to 
be descendants of Dutch, Swedish 
and German prisoners who es- 
caped from Mexican prisons sev- 
eral centuries ago.

peons call them.

Col. C. F. Crecelius, city engin- 
eer for Richmond^ has just re- 
ceived ati_ interesting letter frdrtv-a 
brother office with whom he saw 
sevice during the war, that tells 
of tlu' work that the American 
army of occupation in Germany 
is doing. The writer is stationed 
at Cpblenz, Germany, and writes 
intereistingly of conditions to Col. 
Crecelius. He s^ys : 

Audenwch am Rhein. 
My Dear . Colonql: — 

It took your letter just a month to 
pet here; and in cider to keep in 
better touch with you, 1 am going to 
drop you a few lines now. It was a 
you a few lines rip^ht now. It was a 
real pleasure to hear from you; and 
I'm particularly glad that you agree 
with my choice. At the time, I had 
no misgivings at ail, and now that 
I've been in the expedition for two 
months, I am forced to congratulate 
myself. My only regret is that the en- 
gineer company has gotten to be 
about the most useful, best known 
and absolutely indispensable unit in 
the brigade.' We do everything from 
drill to painting signs anrl making 
clubs for the M'. P's- Now have a 
flourishing company of 290 men; whc 
have been picked from 350 that wi 
had two weeks ago; and the onh 
danger is we are getting too high- 
class an outfit. Have one buck 
private who was a battalion pomm.-.nd- 
er of Field Artillery in France. Croix 
do Guerre, wound stripes and all. 
Such us these we ha-"c fanned out on 
S. D., consti-uction work — rWhich I am 
handling for Colonel Fox. 

Wc find German labor .so plentiful, 
ofTicient and cheap that wc sclilom 
over use the men of the company on 
fatigue work. Keep them (Irillir;- - 
to make good soldiers; and 1 have 
two excellent Master Engineers, two 
1st Sergts., a couple of corpoi-als— whi 
;:upei-vise a gang of twelve German 
carpenters!, painters and craftsmen, 
and in this way keep the company i7\- 
tact besides doing more work than a 
hundred soldiers could. We get 
'!ight houis each day out of th^^sr 
fellows, and pay them from 20 to 2^ 
marks per day. About 40c to 48c 
inassmuch as the -Ameriran '!*;!lar nov 
buys 47 marks! Think of that foJ 
labor Do you blame us; for a lot o( 
people I know- are nut on the ti'i| 
with us. You would love this detail 
and would enjoy the work imnicn.sely

"Well, yon are probably maklAg It 
pretty strong, bnt there wouldn't be 
very many mills running If we didn't 
use, every method we know to keep 
this stuff going right from the mill 
to the business place. There would be 
nothing to tt." I believe that the 
gront packers In advertising have cre- 
n'cd a wonderful demand, and I don't 
tieiieve that the attacks on the pack- 
ers are, Just. Those men have used 
all their energy and eifort not only 
to market that stuff in the United 
Rtatps. hnt aP over the world. But 
so many of the people don't under- 
stand this great' machine of distribu- 
^tlnn that we have. And that must b« 
followed ouL 

Advertising Costs Nothing. 

Does advertising increase or de- 
crease the cost of merchandising? We 
are spending between ten and twelve 
thousand. I figure it doesn't cost us 
anything. If 1 stopped that my busi- 
ne.ss would begin to sag immediately. 
We will sell more merchandise this 
year. Our overhead is all set. our 
rent is so much, our light so much, 
our delivery service there. We would 
do. yes. three hundrod thousand dol- 
lars more with that overhead. I will 
have to add a little extra help to 
handle It. and 1 will make by this In- 
tensive advertising onnugh more profit, 
so that my advertising will not cost 
me anything. I will clean up on ad- 
vertising. This is not a ridiculous 
Ktatemen't. If I did not keep up ad- 
vertising my bus-iiiess would sag. I 
could not do U. My salary Is there, 
tf doesn't make iiny difference. The 
manager's salary is there. If the sales 
miae op better, he may get more com- 
mission at the end of the year. But 
all In nil. a trim profit accumulates 
if ynn i;(>t to a certain stage. If you 
rnn (lut on that extra eifort. tt Is a 
well-knowti root rbat the cheapest 
method of selling merchandise today 

is by advertising. There Is no other 
method of saleananshlp I' know of. 
that will compete with It. I tiellevt 
absolutely that if nine-tenths of tliesf 
tion nilvcrtl.^crs did advertise tlint 
It would cost them not one cent. In 
fact I venture to say, they would make 
profit on it. 

When you po into It get In right 
I wont Into a small town and into a 
newspaper office and noticefl a chap 
running a cln(inince sale. In .Inly. I 
went over to the store to .<!ee how thp 
sale w«.« going. There were no goods 
displjiyt'd In tlip whhIow. I stpj)p«»d In 
side and couldn't .sei- anything of th^ 
siile. Nothing on the counters. I said 
"Have you uor a sale on? I saw ati 
ad in the paper." "(»h. ye<!. all those 
godds on the slielf are on >\ile." I 
iiiirneiiiaiely went <iut and got a dls- 
jjatch to a newspaper In St. Paul to 
show them Just what my point was. 
Then T got the Jobbers and .showed 
them how tltry must insist ujion the 
merchant connecting the ad he puts 
in the paper tvith bis bnslnesa - 

Must Get Together. 

I was down In Muscatine, when, an 
ad man tohi me he got the .merchant 
to advertise. That niornlng of the 
sale, the clerks <lidn't even know what 
was on sale until they looked in the 
newspaper. If we could only get to- 
gether once in a great campaign and 
iigiee to advertise! Don't do 'It bap- 
liazsirdly. Do It thoroughly. 

Wiu ri we come to the store in the 
morning the roanas;ers come in to see 
me. Plannli^g all aronnd. we talk 
If over and phin It. It Is done con- 
stnictively. it isn't Just putting Ir. 
something and throw in a few cut.s. 
The same way in grq/eeries. If yot 
are going to advertise and sell a cer- 
tain line of pickled goods, or canned 
goods, put In the price and set them 
out. Have a little table or f»tand and 
put them out. Tag them up. In our 
sale last fall I asked the National Bis- 
cuit company to give us a demonstra- 
tion. A man came and broiight along 
about $1,200 worth of sample crackers. 
Every lady that came ib. was asked 
to sample the crackers. We said they
